BIRD S. COLER IS ACCUSED 
OF NEGLECT OF HIS DUTIES. 


Brooklyn Borough President Charged by 
Committee of Allowing Misdeeds by 
Several Subordinates. 


New York, Nov. 23.—[Special. }—Mayor Mc- 
Clellan received today the report of the com- 
missioners of accounts on their investiga- 
tion of the office of Borough President Bird 
8. Coler\of Brooklyn. The report has some 
hard things to say about Coler’s knowledge 
of the conduct of his office, and harder things 
about several of Coler’s appointees, but it 
does not recommend his removal. He gets 
out on Jan. 1. 

The mayor says he will read the findings, 
and in case he should find that charges ought 
to be brought will request the commissioners 
of accounts to file such charges with the gov- 
ernor. 

One of the hard things asserted by the com- 
missioners about Coler is that ‘“‘ when he 
chose and used Medina sandstone to pave the 
Brooklyn streets, either he or his partner in 
the firm of W. N. Coler & Co. was financially 
interested in the quarry companies that had 
a substant':!'monopoly of this material for 
the purpom: ‘f{ street paving in this city." 

In concluding their summary the commis- 
sioners state that.*’ throughout the years of 
1906 and 1907 by reason of inexcusable 
neglect, the assessment lists of the completed 
local improvements were allowed to accu- 
mulate in both the buregu of highways and 
the bureau of sewers, and were not certified 
to the board of assessors for assessment on 
the property benefited, thereby increasing 
the burden of the property owners affected 
by adding to the interest charges.

Witness the 
reluctance with which highly intelligent 
men could be induced to swallow the the- 
ory of evolution. Witness the recanta- 
tion of Galileo. His intelligence told him 
that the earth did move, but his emotions 
bade him bow to the doctrine of mother 
church. Senator Aldrich does not look 
or act like an emotional man, but, being | 
human, he has some mild emotions, and 
they may bias his conclusions, expert 
though he be. 

Whatever those conclusions may be as 
to the remedy for bad currency condi- 
tions, unless all signs fail us, that serene 
intellect, that great brain beneath the 
majestic dome that tops that leonine vis- 
age will be unconsciously affected by his 
well known ‘surroundings and by the sub- 
tly persuasive thought waves that stream 
out from Wall etreet and easily reach 
Rhode Island. 

So the ultimate judgment of the. middle 
west is hanging over the head of Senator 
Aldrich like the sword of Damocles. The 
thread wiff hold or break according to 
the degree to which he is able to exhale 
prejudice from his mind, and to inhale 
clarity and impartiality of thought.

When Mavroyen! Bey was in this country as Turkish 


minister he was generally regarded as being indebted } 
for his rank in the Wiplomatic service to the fact that | 
} his father was the favorite physician of Sultan Abdul 


Hamid; and, while he was personally quite popular on 
account of his agreeable manners and cleverness, it 
may be questioned whether he enjoyed much social 
prestige and consideration. Indeed, it is doubtful 
whether any one of his American friends and acquaint- 
ances Was aware of the. fact that his family was one 
of the most ancient and historte of the southeast of 
Europe. 

Without entering into the question as to whether or 
not the Mavroyenis are descended from the great patri- 
clan family of Morosini of Venice, history recoris the 
existence of Machariote Mavgyeni as being a great 
nobleman, who governed Corfu, with the title of balile, 
on behalf of the Venetian republic, in the year 1441. 

In 1787 Peter Mavroyeni was appointed by the sultan 
to the governorship of Wallachia with the title of hos- 
podar and prince. Creating a Roumanian army out of 
absolutely untrained peasants, he held Wallachia for 
the sultan against Austria and Russia for more than 
two years, only to lose his life through the intrigues 
of enemies, who had poisoned the mind of Sultan Selim 
against him, causing the latter to believe that Mavro- 
yen! intended to set himself up as an independent ruler 
of the Danube provinces. It was only afterward that 
Sultan Selim was able to appreciate what he had lost 
by the death of the most loyal Greek of his Jominions. 

His nephew, Stephen Logothetes, was arch chan- 
cellor, or chief lay officer, of the Greek ‘Orthodox 
church at Constantinople, where he. was beheaded in 
1821. Another nephew, John, was Ottoman envoy to 
the court of Vienna down to 1841. Peter, still another 
nephew, married Roxana Stourza, the divorced wife of 
George Balsch and granfmother of Natalie, ex-queen 
of Servia. 

The son and namesake of Peter Mavroyen! by his 
marriage with Roxana Stourza helped to place Charles 
of Hohengollern on the throne of Roumania and to put 
Roumanian finances on a sound footing.

Madon, the daughter of Nicholas Mavroyeni, was one 
of the most heroic figures of the Greek war of inde- 
pendence, to, Which ‘she sacrificed all of the fortunes of 
her family that were within her reach; and another his- 
toric figure of ‘this war of independence was her 
brother, Apostolos Mavroyen!, who died a little over a 
decade ago at the age of 108. His nephew was Spir- 
idion Mavroyenl, the physician of Sultan Abdul Hamid 
an@the father of Mavroyeni, the former Ottoman min- 
ister at Washington. 

Spiridion not only dii much for medical science in 
Turkey, but likewise often preserved his Greek core- 
ligionists In the Ottoman empire from Moslem perse- 
Unfortunately, in his old age 
Spiridion Mavroyeni became infatuated with the wait- 
ress of one of the café chantanteg at Constantinople 
Her behavior as his wife, however, 
created such an amount of scandal that even Abdul 
Hamid was shocked and forced his physician to divorce 
her. 

Matters might have stopped there had not the old 
doctor then lost his heart to a young French modiste. 
This was adding insult to injury in the eyes of the 
divorced Mme. Mavroyen! Pasha, and accordingly . she 
found means of communicating to the sultan the infor- 
mation that her ex-husband was in the habit of keep- 
ing a diary apout padishah’s health for the purpose 
of demonstrating the fact that he was mentally afflicted 
and as such unfitted to reign. 


a 

Greatly alarmed, the sultan gave orJers for the im- 
mediate arrest of Mavroyenil Pasha and, at the same 
time, for the dismissal in disgrace of his son from 
the post of envoy at Washington. Fortunately for the 
physician ,the sultan took it into his head to himself 
direct the inquiry into his conduct, and after the old 
gentleman had lain for some time in prison he was 
brought before the padishah. To him he explained that 
the diary, far from being designed to injure his maj- 
esty, was kept solely for the purpose of refuting any 
charges that might be made against his sanity; that 
no other proof in the world existed which coula so 
clearly confuse any conspiracy of the Sheik-ul-ISlam, 
such as that, for instance, which had resulted in the 
deposition of Sultan Murad on the ground of lunacy: 
and that if the Sheik or any other leading digni- 
taries of the Moslem church, were to attempt.to issue 
a fetvah proclaiming him, Abdul Hamid, insane, he, 
Mavroyeni, could come before the world with a full and 
detailed account, running over a score of years, show- 
ing by indisputable proof his majesty’s sanity. 

That, he added, was the sole object he had in view 
in keeping the diary, and he asked the sultan to see 
that the diary be continued, for the sake of his own 
preservation. The resylt of this excuse or explana- 
tion, whichever way one likes to put it, was ‘that the 
old physician was restored to higher favor than ever, 
while his son, by way of compensation for the loss of 
the mission to the United States, was appointed gov- 
ernor of Samos with the title of prince. 

This office he held until his father’s death, when ‘he. 
was again dismissé4. Now the Mavroyenis are once 
more coming to the fore at Constantinople and pfhying 
an important role in the ‘new régime. 

That is why it may be of interest to recall éur ola 
friend the Turkish minister at Washington and to: cor- 
rect the misapprehensions which have existed concern- 
ing his family. , :

Astoscum, I never 
heard of a country delMberately shipping ite 
écum to another country; and scum does not 
move of its own accord; neither do dregs, nor 
do really poor peasants, the so-called paup- 
ers, emigrate. Anyone who can afford to 
travel to America is neither pauper hor 
scum; he is pretty certain to have at least 
average intelligence and more than average 
nerve and grit and strength of purpose. 


Immi ts Not Stupid. 


No doubt about all this; we don't have to 
visit the town hall of Hajdudorog to find this 
out. A common sense view of the matter 
also suggests another observation: The man 
from eastern Europe, in New York or in Chi- 
cago, looks stupid, and he probably feels 
stupid, just as you would undoubtedly look 
and probably feel if you were set down in 
the midst of a country whose language you 
did not understand and whose people didn’t 
want you, perhaps looked on you with sus- 
piciton or even dislike. Stupidity its largely 
a matter of unfamiliarity of tongue. One 
who can't talk to you naturally looks stupid, 
especially if he is also tired and hungry—as 
our immigrants often are—and timid and 
afraid, being in @ strange country. 

I think our estimate of the immigrant is too 
often formed from a brief glance at the 
steerage of an Atlantic ship. Put your- 
self in his place, or in that of your immi- 
grant ancestor. Twenty-five years ago we 
reconciled ourselves, as best we could, to the 
* pauper hordes’ which were pouring into 
New York from Germany; and then we wor- 
ried about the Swedes and the Norwegians. 
We are now inclHned to be rather sorry that 
they have almost stopped coming. 

This is no argument; just some genera! ob- 
servations while we get our passport sta- 
tistics. 


Passports Are Required. 

But why passports? Because no Hungar- 
fan peasant may leave this kingdom without 
a@ passport. A man born in Hungary is 
born indebted to the state for three years of 
his life; also for certain additional days, 
also for certain taxes, and he can't go even 
to Vienna without a paseport. Each page 
of the green books is ruled into columns, and 
across the page are written such jnforma- 
tion as this: Number, date of asking pass- 
port, number of passport, name, sex, occu- 
pation, age, destination, port of embarkation, 
members of family, when sailed, date of re- 
turn, file number in Budapest. And this is 
no mere form; all these entries, where the 
facts warrant, are filled out. 

I ask that I be given the names of some of 
those who have returned from America and 
talk with them in their homes, and my host 
readily assents. But before setting out to 
visit the Américan magyar it may prove of 
interest to interview the magistrate of the 
general question of emigration.

Panic on Board. 


- After tossing .for twenty-five hours‘on a 
rudderliess ship, twenty-seven passengers 
and forty members of the crew of the Gra- 
“ham & Morton steamer Puritan were landed 
in South Chicago at 4:15 o'clock yesterday 
‘afternoon. The passengers came at once to 
' Chicago, most of them continuing to Mich- 
{gan by rail. The Puritan was towed to the 
‘@ry docks of the Chicago Shipbuilding com- 
‘pany. 
mo damaged boet was towed from a point | 
‘fourteen miles from New Buffalo inte South 
‘Chicago by the tug George D. Nau. By the 
‘time of its arrival most of the passengers 
‘and the crew were exhausted by their long 
‘wait for relief. The veseel lay qt a. _ point 
“where searchers would have had great 
‘trouble in locating it except for the wireless 
' flashes. 
; According to the story of Capt. J. M. Craw- 
ford, the Puritan lost its steering gear about 
i8 o’clock Monday efternoon, when 4 north- 
i west wind was tearing along at the rate of 
‘forty-five miles an hour. Finding himeelt 
‘powerless to control the rudder, he ordered 
full steam ahead and made for the Michigan 
‘shore. . When four miles out the anchor was 
Gropped and the long wait for help began. 


Panic Prevented by Wireless. 

From that hour until the arrival of the Nau 
the passengers spent most of their time near 
the wireless office, where James McLevy, the 
-operator, was in communication with the 

ghore. They received assurances that a tug 
Was on its way with relief. This alone is 
‘thought to have prevented a panic. During 
the wait the shore was constantly patrolled 
by life savers. 

- Meanwhile the vessel was being tossed 
about and the anchor, while somewhat re- 
‘tarding the progress, was not enough to keep 
the boat from drifting toward shore. 

At 9 o’clock this morning the Nau reached 
the Puritan and after considerable effort a 
bawser was got on board and the trip to 
Bouth Chicago began. The trip was made 
‘under the packet’s own steam, the tug be- 
‘Ing needed only to direct the course. 


Captain Veteran of Lakes. 


. Capt. Crawford has been in the employ of 
‘the Graham & Morton line for fifteen years 
and was considered one of the most careful 
‘masters on the lakes. He has sailed the 
Puritan during the greater part of the last 
season. 

* While the blow was heavy and the waves 
‘Tan as high as I remember seeing them,” he 
‘asserted, ‘the trip would not have been an 
unusual one for this time of the year except 
for the accident to the rudder. When ‘that 
happened, all there was to do was to wait for 
assistance.”

“Do you know Bruno Veera?"’ he was 
asked. 

“ Yes,"" he repMed. ‘“‘ Vincent Altman in- 
troduced him to me in May, 1908. Verra 
wanted to join the carpenters’ union. I asked 
him if he was a carpenter and he said he was 
not. I told him he could not join until he 
passed an examination.” 

Under cross-examination by Mr. Short, 
Brittain stated that the reason. Altman 
wanted Verra to join the union was that the 
members were complaining against his em- 
ployment as a picket, on the ground that it 
was keeping union men out of work. 


Younger Brother a Witness. 

Walter J. Altman, a younger brother of 
the accused mén, was made a witness for 
the defenge for the purpose of disproving the 
testimony of the state to the effect that Vin- 
cent Altman had told Casimir Woronowicsz 
and Bruno Verra to leave the state.
